When  the  team  lines  up  next  season  there  will  be  seven  of  this  year's  fourteen 
lettermen  missing-  from  the  line-up.  Those  who  graduate  in  June  are  Koon,  Wess- 
ling,  Neal,  McClure,  and  Hammond. 

Captain-Elect  Seyfarth  was  the  steadiest  and  most  reliable  ball  carrier  on  the 
team,  and  he  was  also  able  to  punt  for  good  distances  beside  being  able  to  pass 
well.  “Sy”  should  go  great  in  ’29. 

The  responsibility  of  calling  the  signals  was  divided  between  Gifford  and 
O'Connor,  and  those  two  took  care  of  it  well,  Gifford  was  an  extremely  heady 
leader  and  showed  real  judgment  in  his  choice  of  plays.  O’Connor  did  his  j olo 
very  well,  and  although  he  was  light  his  fight  balanced  his  lack  of  weight.

“Tommy"  Rogan  was  somewhat  of  a  find  last  season,  and  his  sweeping  end 
runs  were  worth  many  precious  yards.  He  did  practically  all  the  punting,  and  his 
passes  were  good  for  lots  of  yardage.
